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THE CITY VIADUCT BONDS.

What Will Be Done with Them After Thoy
Are Registornd ?

VIEWS OF THE MAYOR AND CITY ATTORNEY.

Flow the Bonds Passed from the City
Comptrolier Throngh T. L. Kim-
ball to State Auditor
Benton,

The question of turning over the §150,000
visduet bonds to the Union depot company, in
viow of tha rocent action of the Upion Pa-
ciflo rallrond company u frecaing out the
@ulengo, Milwaukes & St. Paul and the Ohl-
cago, Rock Island & Pacifle, which aesived
to oross tho bridge ante this city, was the
subjectof much diseussion among a number
of the ity aMeals yesterduymorning,

When solicited for his views rogarding the

ssijuntion, and ns to whot he would do with

the bonds, Mayor Cushing sald that thore
would be no starchamber session when the
bonds were tirned over, The ety comptrollor

‘and ity attorney would both be on hand, and

some of the aldermen would also be presont
a3 witnesses, If tho rallvosd compuny mans
aged to pot hold of the Londs in some other
way It would be Hlegal, and he thonght that iv
would lay the railroad ofticisls oriminally Ha-
bla,

The bonds weronob to go to the Union Pae
cillc orta the Unlon depot company direat,
but wem w0 bo turned over 1o Kountze
brothors as trustees, by whom they wers Lo
be hold for acertdin peciod,  He dld not be-
Nove thut the attempt of the Union Pacific
to abrognto and aanul thelr ngeeoments with
the Rock Island and Milwaulkes companies
would have any  bearing on the delivery of
the visduct bonds, as the contraot with tho
clty is that the Unlon  Paeific shall allow the
other ronds to enter the union depot, and the
rogilations bearing on the use of the bridge
and its appronches are with reference to the
wzo of the unlon depot, which will not be
completed for another yoar,

City Attorney I"orp]ntnn was of tho same
opinien s 1o the irrelevancy of tho recont
action of the Unfon  Pacifie ns far as turniog
over the bonds was concorned.  He sald that
the union depot company hiad no elaim on tho
bonds at the present time, but they were th
be delivired to Konntse Lrothers as trustees,
and this delivery was not to take place until
the depot company buad turned over their
bonds of $£200,000 to the city lnsuring the
completan of the plans as specifiod, aud the
bond of the Union  Pacifie to allow all ronds
equal mghts over the bmdge after the com-
pletion of the depot had also boen filed,

An examination of the depot grounds and
the work on the new structire must bo mado
to dotermine whether or not the work alveady
done amounts to §150,000, winch the contract
spoecifios must bo the ease before the bonds
are turned over to the triustoes,

The bonds over which so moch anxicty is
felt ave now in the hands of Lthe state auditor
at Lineoln, where they wore wiken for the
purpose of belng recorided abont ten davs
ngo, Uity Comptroller Goodrieh ok the
bouds to Lincoln for thnt purpose, but the
auditor was oot to be found, snd us the
comprrollor wonld not leayve the honds with-
oul securing the puditor's receipt for them,
:? was compelled to bring them home with

m,

Shortly after his veturn he was walted
upon by Mr. T. L. Kimball, third wvice-
presidont of the Unmwon Pacifie, who stated
that bo was anxious to have the bonds -
corded and ageeed to take them to Lincoln
for that purpose, He later sent his private
aecretary for them and they were dellvered
to him, the comptrollor rvoceiving the seor-
tary's receipt.

In viow of recent developments, this action
on tho part of the comptrollor is what is
causing him to feel vory uneasy, 'I'e bonds
waora sent to Lincoln aud deliverad to the ou-
ditor by Mr, Kimball's seerotary, The ques-
tlon now causing agitation s '°'.go whom will
the audltor deliver the bouds when recordod
—to the comptroller or to the man from whom
he received themy"

Comptratler Goodrich has telographod the
auditor to hold the ponds until he can get
thom, and under no clrcumstances Lo turn
thom over to snyone else,  He veallzes that if
tho bonds @ot into the hands of the risllroud
company through his mistake it pluces him in
B yory unpleasant situation,

Omcials ot Union Pacifie headquarters
telophoned the elty eomptroller yesterday
to ascertuin the assessod valuation of the
city and the amonnt of the city’s bonded in-
debtedness, The desired Informution was

. The anxiety of the rsilrond company
ingho mattor is wttributed o the foct that if
tho'gity's bonded indebtedness would there-
by efeeed the constitutional mit of 10 por
cent of the assessod valuntion the bonds can
not be recorded. Regarding this phuse of
tho question the mayor sald thot he had some
doubts about the value of the bonds, ns he
wis not sure that they would notinerease tho
Dbonaded indebtedness of the eity boyond the
limit, Whatever may be the notion of the
anditor withreferonce to recording the bonds
the comptroller will not rest oasy until
thoy wre agalu in his  possession to be turnoed
over by him to the mayor, whioch will relieve
him of all vosponsibality,

The bistory of these bonds and the ordi-
nances passed by the council bowring upon
them, eithor directly or indivectly, are ns fol-
lows:

On August 16, 1880, an ordinance was
passed declaring the nooessity of construct-
ing a vinduct on Tenth streot over the Union
Pacitie nnd B, & M. tracks, and orderine the
ity engineer to  make surveys and furnish
plans and specifications,

Another ordinance wus passed Ogetober 00,
1880, oraering an election held for the pur-

of voting upon the proposition to issue
coupon bonds to the amount of F150,000,

On the 285th of the following month the
eleotion was hield and the bonds were voted.

At o conncll meeting held January 22, 1800,
aho plans and specifieations of the eity engl-
neer ware approved aud the mayor was in-
structed to appoint three frecholders to ap-
prase the damages to condemned property,

On Mareh 20, 1500, the last ordinaunce was
ruod. risquiring the pallroad compunies to
“Builld a vinduot the length of which was not
to exceed 500 feet, nnd work to be common ced
within thirty days,

The visduct is” now practieally completed,
and next in order will be an ordinance  ae-
copting the structure. The superintendent

construction announced thist the visduet
{“uuul-bu«puund to the public on Wednesday
or Thursday of this weoek, but whether re-
cont complications will tend to delay thls
evont is n matter of conjecture,

The action of the Union Pacifie in refusing
to carry out its contrget obligations, is the
talk of the town,

The Rock Islana’s new lines through south-
ern Nebraskn and Northern Koensas oo
almost parnilel with the Missour Pacltle, aud
the areaugemnts agresd upon woulid take tho
Rock Island direet to Colovado Sqrh:im.whllu
the Missourl Pacific rescnes Pueblo, ouly
forty miles below there, Mo Gould's objee-
tion to having the territory of the Missourd
Pacifle encroached upon is therefors at-
triboted the nttempt of the Unlon Pacific,
under its Gould management, to hoad off the

The first stap toward the centealization of
puthority in the Unlon IPacifle managemaont
wis minde yesterday in the  appolntment
by Gomoral Managor Clark of E. L. Lomax
us general passenger and ticket agont of the
ontive Union 'aeific system.

Mr. Lomax hins had the title of general pas-
senigoer agent for a number of years, but,
under the Adams administrition, really had
jurisdletion only over the Missouri river di-
vislon of the road, each of the other grand (-
vidions of the systom peing supplicd with o
anruw genernl pussenger agent.

The exteusion of Mr. Lomax's authority
does nway with the position and title of ’fm-
oral passenger agent of the various divisions
of the systems.  The men who have held the

tho positions nffected are: T. W. Lee, gen-
oeral pussenger agront Pacifle di-
vision,  Portlund; Goorgg Ady, gen-
oral assonger  agent  Colorado  and

Fort Worth divisions, Denver; I, L. Lynd
naral &mﬁwngnr agent of St Joe & Granri
sland division, St. Joseph, with division and
nesistant genernl ngents at Ogden, Salt Lake,
Fort Worth, Kmnsas City, Pocatello snd
other division points,

It Is not announced as to what other
changes will follow Mr. Lomax's promotion
but it will result in the first instance in vory
materinlly reducing the number of titled and
high-satavied officials In the passenger de-
partment, Sowme of the present general pis-
sengor agents will probably be retained as
division passenger men.

Milwankae Officials Take Their Case Against
the Ugion Pacific Tnto Court

THE CASE SET FOR HEARING ON

Ernest Stuhe Granted an Order Tem:

CGienernl Solleitor Fish of the Milwaukee
rond arrived in the oity yeaterday aftermoon,
and, as a result, at 8 o'clock lnst nlght in-
junction  procecdings  wore  commencod
nirainst the Union Paclfie company. The
petition filed in tho ofice of the clork of the
district court sets forth the fnet that on April
H0; 1800, at the request of the ofMolals of the
Union Pacifie road, the Milwaukes ontered
into n 999 year contract, on which 1,750 was
to be paid annually for the priviloge of using
the Unlon Pacliie track between Couneil
Bluffs and Omaha, and for the privilege of
running tuto and using the new Tonth street

dvl\ml.
As {8 well known, on Decemper 27, the
Unton Pacifle locked 1ts switches anid pre
vented the Milwankee from oarrying out its
mrt of thecontracet., Upon malking thisshow-
g Judge Doane Inst night granted o tompo-
rry Injunetion, and set the hearing for Janu.
ary Sat 10 o'clock o, m.  In tho meantime the
Unlon Pacifie people are enjoined from fnter-
fering with the running of Milwanlkes trains,
Genoral agent Nash, in speakiog upon the
subject last night, sald:

This was our last resort. We tried o get

nlong without, trouble, but were blockod
at  every turn. We considered  the
matter  before wo applled for the

Injunction, and fully understood what we
woro golag Into. To-day we shall run our
Chicago trains into the depot, and shall con-
tinae to do so untit ordered by the court to
discontinue them,”

Superintendent Goodnow,
from Clhincsgo last night, said:

ALl the Milwaukes wants in the matter I8
falrness. Weo muade our agreemont in good
faith, and then bought 100,000 worth of
Omaha and South Omasha property, which
we wonld be prevented from using to any
purpose should the Union Pacific carry out
the policy that it hos adoptod."

Late lnst night Ernest Stuht commeneced
suit against the elty of Omaha, Ricliard O,
Cushing as mayor,Charles Goodrich as comp-
troiler, Thomas H. Beuton as auditor of pub-
lic accounts of the state, Alvin Saunders
trustee, the Union depot company and
Thomas L. Kimball, president of the Union
de pot company,

The petition sets forth all of the facts con-
nectad with the voting and issoing of the
§150,000 of bonds to ald in the construetion of
the union passonger depot. It also sets forth
the faot of the aviding of certuin property to
Alvin Saunders, trustes, the ecousideration
for all of this being that the Uplom Depob
compony would construct 8 passenger depot
6t a cost of #400,000,

The petitioner furtheor alloges that the
depot was to be open to all ronds allke, upon
their paying o certain rental t be agreed
upon; that by collusion between tho depot
company and tho Union Paecific road an
attempt has been made to freeze out the Mil.
watkeo peoplo and provent them from ran-
nitg their trains into this city.

The plaintif further alleges that the depot
I8 in no wise similar to thay represented by
the sketch prescated to  the city coun-
¢il aod to the people before the
bonds wern wvoted, being much smaller,
and cheaper; that up to this fUate the
vouchers show thut only about 10,000
has peen expended uwpon the structurs,
though it is well under way and up to a
point where it would have required tho ex-

sditure of at least 150,000 had it been

uilt wecording to the skeveh submitted,

Mpr, Staht gives us his reason for commenc-
Ing suit against all of these defendants that
nb the present time he does not know where
the bonds are, but if they ave in the hands of
Mayor Cushing or Comptroller Goodrich

he wants to  prevent them from de-
livering them to Auditor Benton
and if they are in the hands of

Beuton ho wants to prevent him  from turn-
fug them over to Mr, Kimball, president of
the depot company, and if in the hands of
Kimball, to prevent hlm  from disposiog ot
them,

This showing was made before Judgo
Doane last night, an mjunction granted and
tho case sot for heariog Janoary 5, at 10:50 a.
m. ‘This same injunction prohibits the dis-
posal of any of the real estate now held by
Alvin Saunders us trustee.

Mr. Nash Replies to Auditor Benton,

Genernl Passenger Arent Nash of the Mil-
wauhes road takes exception to the statement
in last night's Beg, purporting to come from
State Auditor Denton. Ho says that he
never attempted w influence Mr, Beaton in
any way regarding the depot and vinduct
bonds, nand that all such  statoments

are  misvepresontations  of the facts,
Mr. Nash sayvs that he told Mr. Benton that
the Milwoukea rvond wus not interested in

the matter and bad no guarrel with the
Union Pacific or the depol company. Said
Mr, Nash last nlght: “Upder no clrcum-

stances wotld we attempt to do puytidnge to
invalidate the bonds, and [ ononot under-
stand why Mr. Booton mado his statement.”
